Back home in Upland for a 60- 
day stay after living under the 
domination of the Japs for 34 
months in Bilibid prison in Ma- 
nila, where he was liberated by 
the Yanks last February 3rd, Cpl 
Richard C. McClellan was today 
| enjoying some of mom’s good old 
| home-cooked food and meeting old 
friends of this district. His par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. C. A. McClel- 
lan, reside on Red Hill drive, and 
| Mr. McClellan is employed locally 
with the Mountain View Fruit 
association. 

Cpl. McClellan will go to the 
| Santa Barbara redistribution cen- 
ter following his furlough and may 
receive his discharge from the ar- 
| my. He has been at Letterman 
General hospital in San Francisco 
since his return aboard ship in 
| San Francisco, where he was met 
| by his parents. 
| Cpl. McClellan was taken by the 
| Japs at Bataan where he was serv- 
| ing with a hospital unit. Follow- 
| ng hig capture at “Little Baguio,” 
| ag it was known, he was kept on 
| duty with the medics until about 
| the middle of June. This was af- 
! ter Corregidor had fallen. 

He saw the start of the horrible 
“March of Death” which cost the 
| lives of hundreds lof American 
| boys and was fortunate in escap- 
ing that terrible ordeal. He was 
taken with his entire hospital unit 
to Manila. However, he spent some 
time on Palawan island, where he 
wags the member of the medical 
detachment attached to a laioor 
gang used for the construction of 
| Jap air fields.

|} wan, Cpl. McClellan said that 

most of the construction work was 
| of a primitive mature, pick anc 
| shovel being used by the Japs in~

as bulldozers now in use by the

too much to say regarding 
rutality as practiced during 
me he was doing labor on the 
island, but said that the treat- 
ment, of course, depended entirely 
upon the type of Jap placed in

river in the heart of Manila, he
